1951, the Bepartont of State approved nearly all aspects of the Taylor Report' 
and directed field implementationi however, it indicated that the importance ■ 
of German unity me not sufficiently stressed. 

4# The relationship of these two expressed but divergent objectives 
(i,e* # (1) the Gorman drive towards unity now being capitalized on by the Com-* 
munis tsj and (2) the pressing need to integrate Germany into Western Europe) 
raises an immediate question of psychological warfare strategy with respect to 
(a) Germany* (b) Western Europe and France in particular* and (e) Poland, the 
Balkans, and the peripheral areas, 

5, In order to negate Communist capitalisation of the opposing drives 
and fears created by these objectives, it is imperative that a consistent, 
phased, and coordinated strategy be evolved with respect to (1) the integration 
of Gemtny with Western Europe, as suggested by the Taylor Report and. approved 
by the Department of State,* and (2) an approach to European union which will 
utilise rather than negate the German drive towards unity and the fear of 
Western Europe' and the peripheral, areas of a resurgent Germay#
